Rose  Brancato,  a  member  of  the  Faculty  from 
1959  until  her  demise  in  1984,  was,  during  her 
career  at  Beverly  High  School,  a  most  highly  re- 
spected business  educator  whose  influence  for  the 
good  of  students  was  extensive  and  whose  dedica- 
tion to  the  school  was  evident  in  all  her  endeavors.
